you are always reading about 

crashes and wild parties in flight 
and all the bad things the nation’s 
airlines do, but this week the govern- 
ment listed seven airlines which have 
perfect safety records. 













One is in Fort Worth, Texas, where an air- 
line has had no accidents for two years on a 
route between Fort Worth and Denver City, Texas, 
The Fort Worth airport. is exactly 2% miles 
from the Denver City airport and they have a 
long runway. You board a plane in Fort Worth, 
it taxis to the end of the long runway, and 
you’re in Denver City, safe and sound.

The Nashville airport was doing great, but 
neighbors complained about the noise of car en- 
gines going and coming from the restaurant. 

People in Queens, New York, complained about 
the noise jets were making, so the airline tried 
an experiment. A jet plane cut its motors while 
flying over the neighborhood. The experiment 
was a success, The plane crashed into a row of 
houses, but no one in the neighborhood heard 
the crash. 














We were once in a plane that had engine 
trouble and circled the airport for three hours 
until all the gas ran out and then they circled the 
field for another half hour until all the passen- 
gers ran out. We shiver everytime we think-of it. 
There’s no telling what would have happened if 
the plane had been in the air. 

You can’t always trust safety reports from 
airlines. There’s one in Mexico—what they con- 
sider a successful flight is when the pilot walks 
away from the crash. 

An airline in Alaska hasn’t recorded a crash 
in over five years. They have tapes of pilots talk- 
ing to the tower, but there is too much distortion 
to record them, especially after the planes hit 
the ground. 


Airlines are trying to improve safety precau- 
tions. Some of them already have gotten auto- 
matic stewardesses for the automatic pilots. Air- 
lines are investigating crash-prone pilots. One 
pilot had six crashes. Upon investigation they 
found out he was afraid to land. As the plane 
approached the runway, he’d run back through 
the plane and lock himself in the washroom. 
Sometimes it took three days for them to coax 
him out of there. 


They sent him to a psychiatrist and he gained 
his confidence back. He still panics on landings, 
but he doesn’t run all the way back to the wash- 
room any more. Now, he hides under the seats. 
You see how far he’s come.
